REMARKS 

The Office Action dated November 16, 2006, has been received and carefully 
noted. The above amendments to the claims, and the following remarks, are submitted as 
a full and complete response thereto. 

Claims 1-22 are currently pending in the application, of which claims 1, 11, and 
22 are independent claims. Claims 23-30 have been canceled without prejudice or 
disclaimer. Claims 1, 11, and 22 have been amended to include one additional comma. 
Claims 1-22 stand allowed, and consequently the application is in condition for 
allowance. 

Claims 23-30 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
U.S. Patent No. 6,822,940 of Zavalkovsky et al. ("Zavalkovsky") in view of U.S. Patent 
No. 6,473,815 of Lu et al. ("Lu"). This rejection is moot and its withdrawal is 
respectfully requested because claims 23-30 have been canceled without prejudice or 
disclaimer. 

As noted above, claims 1-22 have been allowed. Applicant thanks the Examiner 
for this indication of allowance. Because claims 1-22 are the only claims pending in the 
application, it is respectfully requested that the application be issued as a U.S. patent. 
Claims 1, 11, and 22 have been amended, but it is respectfully submitted that these 
amendments do not adversely affect the allowability of the claims. 

Applicant's representative discussed the amendments of claims 1,11, and 22 with 
the Examiner on February 12, 2009, and confirmed that the amendments fully overcome 
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the new ground of rejection under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, that was included in 
the Advisory Action of January 12, 2009. Thus, all of claims 1-22 are prima facie in 
condition for allowance, and timely mailing of a Notice of Allowance is respectfully 
requested.
